General Merritt reported that the 
open breach with Aguinaldo has act- 
ually occurred, no doubt exists that 
such a breach is expected,as shown by 
the request for 30,000 troops in addi- 
tion to the 20,000 now assigned to the 
o-cncral's command in the Philippines. 
° This necessity of sending an army 
of 50,000 men 7,000 miles over the 
sea will give the United States an 
idea of what it will cost if the policy 
of the imperialists is finally adopted 
and the entire Philippine group or 
even the great island of Luzon witli 
its area of 40,000 square miles and 
population of several 
millions 
is 


icrmanently retained. 


Luzon has been the theater of the

his day has come. 
Tbe insects will j 


alight all over him. His fur protects 
bis body, but his eyes, ears and nose 
will soon be swollen up and bleeding, 
and nuless bo gets into o river or a 
strong -wind he will be driven mad and 
blind, to wander abont hopelessly until 
he starves to death. 


Although the Alaska summer is short, 


two broods of mosquitoes hatch out each 
year, and aro ready for bnsinees from 
one to ten saoonds after- they leave the 
water. It raius a good deal along the 
Yukon, and rain is welcomed, for it 
drives tho mosquitoes to cover. Thi 7 
hide under Uavea and branches until 
the shower is ovar; then they come out 
boiling with rage at the time they have 
been forcc.d ,o spend in idleness, and the 
miner has a harder time than ever after 
his respite. 


Mosquitoes and snowflakes are not 


oontemporaries in the States, bnt in 
Alaska it is different. 
SDOW does not 


bother thorn so inach as rain, and an 
early snow may fall while they are still 
on the wing. Fcg does not choke them 
either. They appear to like it. They 
float about :n it as in ambnsh and take

Spaniards Fl«e J>!ko JRabblta Uefore the 


tnvinciblo YunJvees. 


Porto Rico, Aug. 1, via St. Thomas, 


D. W. I., Aug. 3.—An outpost of the 
American army has now halted at 
Coamo, about two-thirds of the way 
to Aibonito on the road' to San Juan.
